APRIL 1 CUT-OFF 

The boost will be retroactive on 
wheat delivered to the board from | 
the 1945, 1946 and 1947 crops up 
to April 1 this year. 

With deliveries during that period 
estimated at roughly 769,037,692 | 
bushels, this means a payment of 
approximately $153,807,000 made up 
of individual cheques to the farm- 
ers who delivered that total. Sas- 
katchewan is expected to get $85,- 
063,000 for 425,319,530 bushels de- 
livered, Alberta $47,799,000 for 
238,997,136 bushels and Manitoba 
$20,944,205 for 104,721,026, 

Announcement of the proposal 
to increase the initial payment was 
made several months ago but Mr. 
Howe said the extent of the boost 
could not be disclosed until en- 
abling legislation was approved by 
parliament, The bill authorizing 
the increase was given Royal as- 
eent Wednesday night. 


WORLD EXPORTS HELPED 

The increase brings the initial 
payment up to the level at which

Twister Takes 
Lives of 13 


OKLAHOMA CITY, March 26.— 
(AP)—A hit-and-miss tornado 
bounced across central and eastern 
Oklahomt last night, leaving at 
least 13 persons dead. 

The storm hit mainly in farm 
communities, 

The tornado first was reported 
here about 6 p.m. _ Eighty-four 
planes were destroyed or damaged 
on the ground here by the twister. 
It moved gradually eastward, fin- 
ally hitting Sallisaw, near the Ar- 
kansas border about 11 p.m. 

Five persons were burned to 
death in a fire which followed the 
storm at Wetumka. A barn was 
blown into the Harris home near 
there and apparently a stove in the 
house overturned, setting the struc- 
ture ablaze. 

The search continued for addi- 
tional storm victims. 

The storm which struck the air- 
field here was the second within 
a week to do major damage. 
estimate had been made of the

| Calvary. 

An Arab volunteer army guard 
of honor preceded the procession 
of less than 1,000, mostly Arab 
Christians, and Arab tommy-gun- 
ners stood at attention at each 
station while the prayers were 
recited, 

Archbishop Arthur Hughes, 
internuncio of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church at Cairo, conducted 
the prayers, assisted by Msgr. 
Francis Laval of France and 


Msgr. Jose Monpero of Spain. 

Europeans who entered the city 
through Jaffa Gate where battle 
between Arabs and Jews has 
been deadly, did so under the 
watchful eyes of the Arab sen- 
tries.

Cement was still being forced 
into Atlantic Leduc No. 3 Friday 
morning as the fight to cap the 
gas flow entered its fifth day.

Russia Said Wide Open 
To U.S. B-29 Bombers 


By CHARLES CORDDRY 

WASHINGTON, March 26.— 
(BUP)—Air Secretary W. Stuart 
Symington blew the lid off hith- 
erto top secrets today with his 
statement that all Russia is with- 
in reach of B-29's based in North 
America, 

One of the heels of Symington’s 
statement, informed sources ex- 
plained, is that the wartime fly- 
ing range of the superfortresses 
has been vastly extended by in- 
tensive crew training and plane 
improvement, 

Symington intimated that the 
range of the B-29’s mow is about 
5,000 miles. To augment this still 
further, it was said, the air force 
has developed a technigite for 


refuelling bombers while they 
are in the air, en route to or 
from a target, 

Speaking of Russia as “the 
enemy,” Symington said such 
long-range operations would be 
“limited.” But by the first of 
next year, he haid, the air force 
will have bomber groups that 
could hit any part of the Soviet 
Union from Alaska or Labrador.

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Killing Sports Enthusiasm 


There are enough successfully operat- 
ed sports arenas in Canada to provide a 
pattern for the improvement of Edmon- 
ton’s Arena. But ‘it requires neither ex- 
perience nor expert advice to show where 
to make a start on eliminating some of 
the intolerable features that still make this 
structure a hazardous and uncomfortable 
firetrap utterly unworthy of the purpose 
it should serve in this community. 

More entrance and exit doors should be 
used, These, as they exist today, should 
be widened appreciably. 

A larger staff should be available to 
control the crowds and prevent sitting in 
the aisles, a dangerous practice that still 
prevailed at Wednesday night’s game. 

A hard-surfaced parking area should be 
provided with numbered parking lines and 
proper floodlights. 

Comfort facilities should be materially 
improved. 

The Exhibition Association offices 
which occupy the south west corner of the 
building and extend halfway along the 


structure should be entirely removed to 
give greater lobby space. 

These points are fundamental. They 
represent an urgent and obvious necessity. 

But if the Exhibition Association 
wishes to provide a really up-to-date Arena 
which will maintain public interest in sport 
and guarantee a continuing maximum rev- 
enue from sports events, they should call 
in an expert whose experience can advise 
them on the finer points of arena improve- 
ments and operation. 

This would cost a little money. And the 
Exhibition Association might argue that 
while hockey enthusiasm is at a peak this 
winter, it might wane during the next. 

If hockey enthusiasm ever wanes in 
Edmonton it will be because the Exhibition 
Association has failed to provide a safe and 
decent place for its customers, 

A few thousand dollars spent now on 
modernizing and safeguarding the Arena 
would increase the potential revenues from 
sports events by tens of thousands every 
season, 


Grandiose Approach in the UN 


The United Nations conference on 
freedom of information was weakened be- 
fore it started by the grandiose approach 
to it. 

For nearly two years, zealous advo- 
cates of press freedom have been making 
grandoliquent appeals for a free press in 
all parts of the world. Now that the con- 
ference has got down to business at 
Geneva, it is going to have difficulty fit- 
ting practical reality to the lofty prin- 
ciples already enunciated. 

It would be a magnificent thing, of 
course, if all the news in every country, 
political as well as human interest, were 
thrown open to every other country. Noth- 
ing establishes neighborliness and friend- 
ship among nations so securely as an in- 
timate knowledge of how each one of then 
lives and thinks and behaves. 

A completely free press, then, would 
make a splendid contribution to the main- 
tenance of world peace just as every free 
newspaper makes a contribution to en- 


lightenment and understanding in its own 
community. 

But how can such an ideal be imple- 
mented when suspicion and distrust and 
rivalry exist among the nations of the 
world? 

Is there the remotest chance that 
Russia, for instance, would permit demo- 
cratic newsmen to report fairly and fully 
what goes on behind the iron curtain? On 
the other hand, to be perfectly candid, do 
we want Communist reporters poking and 
prying in our affairs when such serious 
disagreements exist between our two 
nations? 

It would be beneficial if the confer- 
ence would result in loosening these pro- 
hibitions even just a little. Even the barest 
attempt to facilitate the flow of authentic 
news between countries would improve 
the situation. 

But the conference should work from 
practical reality up to the ideal. It has been 
a mistake in starting to fit practice to a 
preconceived ideal. 


Tolerance and Bad Eggs 


The violent receptions given to Tim 
Buck and other Labor Progressive Party 
speakers throughout Canada advertise 
pretty plainly the general public resent- 
ment against left wing leaders. But the 
virtues of democracy are very poorly dis- 
played in this expression of antipathy to 
the vices of Communism, 

Mr. Buck was jeered down and pelted 
with missiles in Vancouver only last week. 
In Regina, Tuesday night, he did not get a 


chance to speak at all because, before he 
appeared on the platform, his supporters 
were attacked with rotten eggs. 

It is a poor way to condemn the intol- 
erance of Communism by manifesting the 
intolerance of democracy. 

Surely the cause of democratic civil- 
ization can be much more effectively plead- 
ed with words than with the doubtful elo- 
quence of overripe eggs. 


Comic Strips Are Wholesome 


After all the haughty scorn the intelli- 
gentsia have been pouring on comic strips 
in the past decade, newspapers will put 
forth a new blush of virtue over the state- 
ment of a famed Winnipeg psychologist 
that these features have never been known 
to harm a single child. 

Miss Grace Dolmage, coordinator of the 
Winnipeg Child Guidance Clinic, is author- 
ity for the statement that comics are never 
a cause of juvenile instability. 

This is reassuring. But what we would 


like to see now is a considered statement 
from some expert equally notable that the 
comics have no deleterious effect on adults. 

It is well known that breaches of the 
peace occur regularly in many families 
because Father insists upon delving into 
the adventure of Dick Tracy and Alley Oop 
and Superman before the children get a 
chance to have a go at them. 

Can it be said that this indicates a 
break-down in Father’s moral sense? 


The Beliefs of the Roman 


The most striking feature of 
the Catholic Church 1s that it is 
catholic. This may sound rather 
an obvious thing to say, but a 
moment's reflection shows that it 
is a fact more often than not 
over-looked by casual observcrs 
The word catholic means, of 
course, world-wide or universal, 
It means, and this is much more 
to the point, that it is non-na- 
tional, It is perhaps the most 
easily understood claim of the 
Chureh to represent Christ, the 
Founder of the Church, that she 
alone claims in the real sense of 
the word to be catholic, I wonder 
if you see what I mean? When 
you mention the name of any 
Christian sect you imply at once 
a national allegiance 

A member of the Church of 
England is almost certain to be 
English or a native of some 
British possession, A member of 
the Chureh of Ireland is quite 
naturally Irish, a Presbyterian is 
a Scot or of Scotch ancestry, an 


Episcopalian ig an American, a 
Lutheran a German 

Thus we might run through 
the whole list of the Protestant 
communions seeing that either 
locally or nationally they belong 
to one particular group 

Whereas to mention that a 
man is a Catholic is to give no 
hint of his race or national 
allegiance, 
May Be of 
Any Race 


A Catholic may be like myself, 
He may be Ger- 
French, 


an Englishman 


man, American, Italian 


or Duteh, He may be black or 
while, He may be Chinese or 
Japanese 

There is simply no way of 


knowing to what race a Catholic 
may belong 

Nor ar¢é wumbers any indica 
Hom There are more Catholics 


in America, for example than in 
Ireland or Italy. 

But this is not a question of 
arithmetic but of religion. 


Christ sent his apostles to 
preach the Gospel to every 
creature, He said that there 


would be one fold and one shep- 
herd. No national flag was to 
wave over that fold which was 
to embrace men of every nation 
and of every race. 

I think I should add that to 
rejoice in the universal character 
of the Church is in no way to 
look down on those men and 
women of good faith who belong 
to one or other of the national 
religious bodies. 

A man is bound to follow his 
own conscience, 

I should be the last to say that 
there are no Protestants leading 
more Christlike lives than many 
of my own Catholic brethren 


Honest Doubters 
Are not Blamed 


To claim that Christ founded 
one Church and that His Church 
is catholic is often thought to be 
an attack upon Christians who do 
not belong do the visible unity of 
the Ancient Faith. 

Let it be said at once that to 
state a conviction is not to attack 
those who do not share it, 

Faith is a gift of God and no 
man has the right to blame those 
who honestly doubt or disbelieve 
what he knows to be true. 

For the Catholie the Church 
teaches infallible truth, For us 
the promise that Christ would be 
with His Church until the end of 
time, in order to teach her all 
truth, is accepted as a simple and 
consoling statement of theologi 
cal fact 

But what is the essential mes- 
sage of the universal Church? 
Quite simply it is the love of God 

This is the very purpose of 


man’s creation, which is to know, 
love and serve Almighty God in 
this world and so to be happy 
with Him for ever in the next. 
The centre and soul of Catholic 
teaching is the personal love of 


Jesus Christ the Son of God, 
Everything else in the Church ‘s 
by contrast, of small importance. 

Yet, oddly enough, the’ unim- 
portant superficial details are 
most commonly taken to repre- 
tent the fullness of the Catholic 
religion. 


Great Church Art 


Not Necessary 

Let me give some simple ex- 
amples. 

The architecture, the painting 
and the music associated with 
Catholic life and ritual are not 
infrequently thought to be the 
main attractions of the Faith. 

Yet the Church could still carry 
on her mission without music, 
incense, flowers, candles and the 
hundred and one details which 
soften and beautify the practice 
of Catholie worship. 

In the days when Europe was 
Catholic the greatest artists wish- 
ed to give of their best to the 
Church, seeming to say: “I have 
loved, O Lord, the beauty of Thy 
house and the place where Thy 
glory dwelleth.”

As our Catholic boys realized 
during the war, if they were in 
Canada, Malta, Burma or Beirut, 
the teaching of the Church was 
precisely the same in every de- 
tail. 

It is misuse of the word broad- 
minded to leave a flock at the 
mercy of the idiosyncrasies of 
every minister. 

Our Lord Himself was not 
vague. He taught His apostles a 
definite and dogmatic religion. 

Because of the unbrokeh suc- 
cession of pastors from apostolic 
times, the Catholic Church still 
insists that the Faith shall be 
taught as received and not pre- 
sented in a new version with 
every changing wind of popular 
prejudice. 

In a word, the Church exists 
to teach the truth and to minis-

This is another way of saying

What Happens To 
Canada’s Gold? 


Editor, Bulletin, — Why does 
not some honorable member 
rise in Parliament and ask the 
Government what it is doing 
today with Canada’s gold? Is any 
of it still being turned over to 
the United States at $35 an 
ounce? 

Last week the United States 
Double Eagle ($20 coin contain- 
ing .967 of an ounce of fine gold) 
brought 22,20 francs in the Paris 
market, The United States paper 
dollar was quoted at 340 francs. 
On this basis an ounce of fine 
gold would bring $67.51 in 
United States money, If Ottawa 
is giving away gold at less than 
this figure, Canadians in general 
and our gold miners in particu- 
lar are being robbed, 

No one, of course, would advo- 
cate coining gold for circulation 
at such an abnormal valuation; 
but surely it is high time to fix 
the value of the Canadian dollar 
in at least one tangible sub- 
stance. Gold and silver are the 
only substances in Nature that 
have all the attributes necessary 
for the fulfillment of the money 
function. Open our mint for the 
unlimited coinage of silver at 
a reasonable valuation, say $1.29 
an ounce as in the present 
United States silver dollar, and 
let gold bars bring what they 
will in the world market, hold- 
ing the mint open for the coin- 
age of gold when the world price 
drops to a reasonable predeter- 
mined level and thereafter hold- 
ing the Canadian dollar redeem- 
able in either metal at the 
Government's option,

Old Adventures 
On the Open Road 


There were just six days re- 
maining in which to purchase 
1948 license plates or, in more 
realistic terms, just six days be- 
fore my car hati to go into its 
annual seasonal retirement. This 
explains why we all piled into 
the old bone-shaker over the 
week-end and rattled gaily down 
to Seattle. 

It was the first time the Kid 
had crossed the border into the 
United States and this was some- 
thing of an adventure. In fact, 
all her reactions were like look- 
ing at an old newsreel of the 
motoring days of a good many 
years back beginning with the 
day my father drove up to the 
door in a 1924 Dodge touring and, 
beaming, thumbed, the horn, It 
was a horn that went “Honk!” But 
this will be before your time. 

There was a car, that old Dodge 
with the flapping, isinglass side- 
curtains and the big thick wooden 
steering wheel and the black 
leather seats. My father paid 
something like $500 for it or just 
about the same price it would get 
now. 

Right from the first it was a 
perilous and exhilarating adven- 
ture to drive with my father at 
the wheel. The man who sold him 
the Dodge had thrown in a free 
driving lesson, but he had made 
the mistake of using his own 
Nash for the instruction. My 
father learned to drive the Nash 
too well. 

You see, the. Dodge of that 
period had a gear shift exactly the 


opposite to other cars. Thus, for ° 


the two or three years we had 
the Dodge we almost always start- 
ed up in reverse. 

“It’s slipping back!” my father 
would shout when starting up, 
under the impression that he was 
in low gear. “Give it the gas!” we 
would all scream and the car 
would-leap backwards. It was a 
long time before we in the back 
seat figured out the cause of this. 

My father finally did get this 
straightene out just a few days 
before he traded the Dodge in on 
a 1927 Chrysler two-door with the 
regular shift—and promptly back- 
ed clear through a garage wall in 
pure conviction that the car was 
in low. 

But once we were in high 
gear everything was fine, We 
were all proud of my father 
because he always drove. with 
one hand, the other resting cas- 
ually in his lap. “All good 
drivers drive this way,” he as- 
sured us and for many years 
afterwards this was the test I 
applied to all motorists. 


Old Dodge Was 
Picnic Special 

The couple of years we had 
the Dodge were about the hap- 
piest in my life, Every Sunday 
the whole family would go for 
a trip, In those days a Sunday 
drive was not the casual, spur- 
of-the-moment outing it is now. 
It required careful planning, get- 
ting to bed early on Saturday 
night and, above all, a powerful 
sense of travelling to foreign 
territory. 

We'd get up at six o'clock on 
Sunday and my mother would 
go to work making the sand- 
wiches and preparing the ther- 
mos bottles of tea. If it looked 
like a nice day, the males of the

house would spend thig period 
in the garage getting the Dodge's 
top down, an operation performed 
in present day convertibles by 
pushing a button, but in those 
times requiring brute strength, 
inexhaustible patience and a de- 
gree in engineering, 

After one or two false starts 
in reverse we'd be off to the 
open road with everybody sit- 
ting erect and debonair and my 
father wearing a rakish peaked 
tweed cap and very casual and 
professional] at the wheel with 
one hand in his lap. 

By present day standards we 
never went very far. The only 
time we travelled to Seattle it 
took tus two days, breaking the 
journey at Bellingham to stay 
in an auto camp. It wasn’t that 
the Dodge lacked any speed, 
We'd had her up to a cool 54 
miles an hour on one long 
stretch, nearly blowing off the 
tops of our heads, The speed- 
ometer itself promised a giddy 
75 miles an hour, 

But my father had a bottom- 
less curiosity and we were al- 
ways stopping to look at some 
view or talk to farmers or 
swinging in on some tree-lined 
dirt road that led off into the 
mysterious green hills, We were 
forever wandering, too, in search 
for “the picnic spot” which must 
be in a meadow beside a small 
clear stream and with billboards 
not too disagreeable to the eye. 

I suppose nobody “motors” in 
this sense any more. Everybody 
on the highway seems to be 
grimly determined to get to some 
destination in a frantic hurry, 
But, then, almost everything was 
more relaxed and pleasant in 
those days or, at least, so it seems,

Those “picnics” were not with- 
out real excitement since there 
was almost always a blow-out and 
on most trips the car would break 
down several miles from a gar- 
age. It was always burning out 
coils, whatever they are. 

The high spot, however, was 
when we were returning across 
the international boundary. There 
would always be some purchases 
in Bellingham or Blaine, cigar- 
ettes and odds and ends from the 
Kresge and Woolworth stores. It 
was the practice to swing in to a 
secluded spot a few hundred 
yards short of the customs house 
and hide these in inside pockets, 

This always changed the mood 
of the family from a pleasant 
picnic group to a gang of inter- 
national jewel thieves. Facing 
the customs officer was, for me, 
an experience only slightly less 
shattering than holding up the 
Bank of England. 

My father was one of those men 
who cannot tell a lie without a 
balloon forming over their head 
containing the word “Fib.”. On 
informing the customs officer he 
had nothing to declare it always 
seemed to Us that it was so obvi- 
ously untrue that we would all 
be searched on the spot. 

However, none of the customs 
men ever discovered our crime 
and I suppose they didn’t really 
care, ln glad I never thought of 
this then, It would have spoiled 
a great experience. =

Social Credit Board 
Tables Final Report 


The Alberta Social Credit Board 
tabled its final report in the legis- 
lature on Thursday. 

The board goes out of existence 
on March 31 this year, according 
to an announcement made last 
summer by Premier Ernest Man- 
ning. Its fumctions will be carried 
out in future by the Alberta Social 
Credit League. 

In its final report the board re- 
iterates its stand taken a year ago 
that the secret ballot would be un- 
necessary in a true democracy and 
attacks the political party system 
as ineffective. 

Chairman of the board is A. V. 
Bourcier, who is also chairman of 
the Alberta section of the Douglas 
Social Credit League. Some echo 


of the Douglas philosophy can be 
seen in the report which advocates 
formation of electors into non- 
party groups to bring pressure to 
bear on political representatives to 
accomplish the desires of the 
people. 

This reflects the announced de- 
sire of the Douglas group to form 
a union of electors, as announced 
in a release made this month set- 
ting forth the objectives of DSCC.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—(BUP)—Russia still lags 
considerably behind the United States in the long-range 
bomber field, according to information available to manu- 
facturers and military men. + 


While these quarters are con- | 
cerned about Russian success in) 
copying the Boeing B-29 super- 
fortress, they have reason to be- 
lieve the USSR has been unable 
to produce a more advanced design) 
of its own 

In any event, they consider It 
certain that Russia has nothing to 
match the Boeing B-50. This is a 
superfortress which the air force 
says has more range, speed and 
payload than the atom-bomb carry-| 
ing B-29. 

The air force has 216 B-50's on | 
order. It also has about 2,900 | 
B-29's in operation and in storage. 
Estimates of the number of B-29 
type planes that Russia has been 
able to produce range from 200 
to 1,000. 

Additional details on heavy air- 
craft developments in Russia has 
just been published by the Boeing 
Airplane Co. They include: 


NEW TRANSPORT PLANE 

1. A new Russian transport plane, 
the 72-passenger TU-70, is unmis- 
takably copied from B-29 bombers 
captured intact by the Russians 
after the planes made forced land- 
ings in Siberia during the Pacific 
war. 

2. Some of the planes observed 
by Americans over Moscow last 
summer and thought to have been 
B-29 types may have been trans- 
ports. Boeing says “whether these 
were TU-70's, converted B-29’s or 
new bombers patterned after the 
B-29 is not clear.”

Weird Penitente Cult 


Re-Enact Crucifixion 


TAOS, N.M., March 26.—(BUP) 
—The Good Friday crucifixion of 
Christ was re-enacted today by 
the weird Penitente cult in re- 
mote hamlets of the Sangre de 
Cristo mountains, 

At dawn the “Cristo,” a man 
chosen by lot, shouldered a huge 
cross of rough-hewn wood and 


began the march up to the “Cal- 
vary” site. Mysterious rituals of 
the secret sect went on all last 
night. 

The strange cult has practised 
self-torture for many years, 

It was brought from Spain in 
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the sixteenth century and remain 
ed the fanatic religion of scores 
of mountain villages that flank 
the mountaine which 
divided Colorado and New Mex 


ico, Efforts to stamp the 
practices have failed 

When the “Cristo” shouldered 
his burden, other “brothers of 
darkness”"—as the penitentes are 
called—stripped to the waist 
Bare-backed and hooded with

Signs, 2,400 of Them, 
For Tourist Guidance

Thousands of tourists who are 
expected to travel the Alaska 
highway won't lose their way if 
Ernest Holub, Edmonton sign ex- 
pert, can prevent it. 

Holub plans to place 2,400 signs 

two to each mile—along the 
.200 miles of highway through 
Canadian territory between Daw- 
gon Creek and the Alaska boun- 
dary. 
Under authority granted by the 
department of national defence, 
Holub plans to commence his 
sign “planting” program as soon 
as the frost is out of the ground 
this spring. 

Signs will be placed at one-mile 
intervals on each side of the high- 
way. 


They will be on poles about 15 
feet high. Gold-lettered panels 
will tell motorists how far it is 
to the next tourist camp, garage 
service, good water and the like. 

Points of interest along the 
route will also be designated, Mr, 
Holub states. 

Northbound traffic will have 
one set of signs facing them on 
the right side of the road and 
there will be similar signs on the 
left side to inform southbound 
tourists. 

“Now that the highway has 
been thrown open we have a po- 
tential $150,000,000 traffic that will 
flow north through Edmonton,” 
Mr. Holub said, 


Last fall Holub put up 25 signs. 
The real job of signposting the 
highway will start in the spring. 

Holub will cut poles for his 
signs along the highway. 

He plans to employ two men 
who will travel with him in a 
truck. 

They will cook meals on the 
road and vary their diet by fresh 
fish caught in streams and lakes 
along the highway. 

Cost of erecting signs will be 
borne entirely by Holub. 

One panel on each pole will be 
reserved for advertising. He will 


finance the project by this 
method. , 
Holub expects to complete 


the highway signposting by fall.
